Applicant 
contends that kowoninq text book Wolf is improper to combine. However. Examiner does not combine Wolf in the Final 
rejection. And, an ordinary skilled person at least has to know the basic konwlelae from the text book for the known inherent 
features in the semiconductor device. Applicant is not the person invents every aspect of semiconductor device. Lafollitte et al. 
clearly teaches ar col. 13. line 38 to col. 14. lines 60. using metal layer for forming electrode and metal thin film for interconnect 
layer and wiring and bonding. And when K is one then there is one interconnect wiring layer, hence, it meets claimed invention.
